W HEREAS it is expedient to malce further and better Preamble. 
Provision for the Custody of Prisoners in Ireland, and to 
provide Means for training such Prisoners in good and 
industrious Habits, hy effecting their complete Separation from 
5 vicious Society, and hy affording them Instruction and employing 
them in useful labour : And whereas it is expedient to amend the 
Law relating to Prisons in Ireland : . 

lie. it therefore enacted hy the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by 
and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tern- 
10 pond, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and hy 
the Authority of the same, as follows : 

1. This Act may he cited for all Purposes as " The Prisons, Ireland, short Title. 
Act, 1808.” 

2. This Act shall commence and have Effect on the Erst Day of Co— _ 
15 October One thousand eight hundred and sixty-eight.

virtue thereof, and particularly for training the Prisoners in good 
and industrious Habits, by effecting their complete Separation from 
■vicious Society, and by affording them Instruction and employing 
them in useful Labour. " 40

and all Monies payable under any such Contract by any 
County shall from Time to Time he presented and raised hy the 20 
Grand Jury of the County hy which the same shall he payable, 
in all respects as if for a Prison of snob County alone : Provided 
always, that such Presentments shall he made without any 
Proceedings at Presentment Sessions. 

1 7 . Any Grand J ury at any Assizes, or in the Case of Boroughs at 25 
any Special Meeting, may take into consideration the Expediency of 
making any such Contract as aforesaid ; and each Grand Jury which 
shall resolve to make such a Contract shall appoint Eive of its 
Members to act as a Committee on its Behalf to negotiate and make 
such Contract; and such Grand Jury shall have the Power of 30 
removing any Member of such Committee, and of filling up any 
Vacancy therein caused by Death, Designation, Removal,' or other- 
wise.

19. The Joint Committee shall lay the Contract, when signed as 
aforesaid, before the respective Grand Juries Parties thereto at the 
next Assizes, or in Case of Boroughs at any Special Meeting, and shall 10 
deliver to each such Grand Jury a Duplicate of such Contract, and 
the same, when approved of by such Grand Jury, shall be filed by 
the Clerk of the Peace, or in the Case of Boroughs by the Town 
Clerk, and kept with the Records of such County : Provided that, in 
the event of any such Grand Jury, by a Majority of their Number, 15 
not approving of the Terms of such Contract when laid before them, 
such Grand Jury, with the Consent of the other Grand Jury or Grand 
Juries Party or Parties to the Contract, may remit the said Contract 
to such Joint Committee for Reconsideration, and thereupon all 
Proceedings shall be taken in relation thereto as if the same had 20 
been originally laid before such Joint Committee.

4>. Indecent Behaviour. 

5. Making an unreasonable Noise by whistling, talking, or in any other 

way, by any Prisoner. 

6. Irreverent Behaviour at Chapel by any Prisoner.

102. The Governor shall carry out the Provision of this Act for the 
Employment of Prisoners; and an Account shall be kept by him of all Work 

10 performed by Prisoners, and of any Profit arising from the same. 

103. The Governor shall not let for Hive or Emolument to any Person any 
Room or Portion of any Prison, whether the Portion allotted to him for his 
own Residence or otherwise ; he shall, as far as possible, take care that no 
Officer of the Prison shall receive any Money, Fee, or Gratuity for the Ad- 

15 mission of any Visitors to the Prison or to the Prisoners, nor shall he have 
directly or indirectly any Interest in any Contract or Agreement for the 
Supply of the Prison, or the Management or repairing of the same ; nor shall 
he allow any Officer of the Prison to have any private Benefit or Advantage 
from the Sale or Letting of any Article. 

20 1 04 Tho Governor shall keep the following Records and Accounts : — 

(1.) A Journal in which he shall record all such Matters as he is directed to 
record therein by this Act, and all other Matters deserving of 
Observation, particularly such as relate to the healthy Discipline or 
Employment of the Prisoners, or to the Infringement of the Prison 
2 g Rules. This Journal shall belaid before the Board and signed by 

the Chairman at each Meeting. 

(2.) A Punishment Book, in such Form as the Directors shall direct, for 
the Entry of the Punishments inflicted for Prison Offences.

(4) A Visitors Book, for the Entry of any Observations made by Visitors 
to the Prison.

(7.) A List of Books and Documents committed to his Care. 

(«.) An Inventory of all the Furniture and moveable Property belonging to 
the Prison. 

(!).) An Account of all Prison Receipts and Disbursements. 
dD H)H. The Governor shall take charge of and be responsible for the safe 
Custody of tho Journals, Registers, Books, Commitments, and all other 
' Documents containing the Proceedings of the Board, and relating to the 
Administration ol the Prison, 

l()(i Tho Governor shall, with the Consent and Approval of the Board, 
•1-5 appoint a Male Officer of the Prison to act as Deputy Governor whenever he 
is absent on Leave from the Prison, and during such Absence the Deputy 
Governor shall have all the Powers and Duties of the Governor. Before 
' leaving the Prison the Governor shall personally give over the Charge of the

The, Matron. 

107. The Matron shall reside in the Prison, and in Prisons having a Male 
Governor she shall be deemed to be a Subordinate Officer. In Prisons for 
Females only, having no Male Governor, the Matron shall possess the Powers 
and perform the Duties assigned to the Governor by this Act. 5 

10S. She shall have the Care and Superintendence of the whole Female 
Department. The Wards, Cells, and Yards where Females .are confined shall 
be secured by Locks different from those securing the Wards, Cells, and Yards 
allotted to Male Prisoners, and the Keys of those Locks shall be kept in the 
Custody of the Matron. 10 

109. The Matron shall, so far as practicable, visit and inspect every Part 
of the Prison occupied by Females, and see every Female Prisoner once at 
least in every Twenty-four Hours, and in default of such daily Visits and 
Inspections she shall state in her Journal how far she has omitted them, and 
the Cause thereof. She shall, at least Once during the Week, go through such J 5 
Part of the Prison at an uncertain Hour of the Night, which Visit, with the 
Horn’ and State of such Part of the Prison at the Time, shall be recorded in 
her Journal, and she shall see that each Female Prisoner is properly locked 

up in her Cell each Night. 

110. The Matron shall not be absent from the Prison for a Night without 20 
Pel-mission in Writing from a Member of the Board of Superintendence, on the 
Recommendation of the Governor ; and her Leave of Absence shall be entered 

in her Journal. 

111. No Male Officer (including the Governor) and no Visitor shall enter 
the Female Department unattended by the Matron or a Female Officer. The 25 
Matron shall be responsible for the Enforcement of this Clause. 

.1 12. The Matron shall keep a Journal, in which she shall enter all such 
Matters in the course of her Duty as shall appear to her deserving of Observa- 
tion, and she shall sign the same with her Name, and such Journal shall be 
kept in the Prison, and laid before the Board. 3 Q 

1 13. The Matron shall, with the Consent of the Governor and with the 
Approval of the Board, appoint a Female Officer of the Prison to act as Deputy 
Matron whenever she is absent on Leave from the Prison, and during such 
Absence the Deputy Matron shall have all the Powers and Duties of the 
Matron. Before leaving the Prison the Matron shall personally give over the 35 
Charge of the Part of the Prison occupied by Females to the Deputy Matron. 

Schoolmasters, Schoolm istresses, and Trades’ Instructors. 

11 L Schoolmasters, Schoolmistresses, and Trades’ Instructors shall give 
Instruction to the Prisoners in pursuance of the Provisions of this Act 
concerning the Instruction of Prisoners.

115. The Officer acting as Gate Porter may examine all Articles carried in 
or out of the Prison, and may stop any Person suspected of bringing in Spirits 
or other prohibited Articles into the Prison, or of carrying out any Property 
belonging to the Prison, giving immediate Notice thereof to the Governor.

Medical Officer certifies that such Prisoner is unfit to be kept at either Class 
of Hard Labour during the whole or any Part of such Hours. 

2 . Every Male Prisoner, under the Age of Sixteen Years, sentenced to Hard Regulations as to Hard 
Labour, and every Female Prisoner sentenced to Hard Labour, shall be kept at ffi a b s °° r of tlie Second 

*0 Hard Labour of the Second Class during such Number of Hours, not more lb. cl. 35 . 
than Ten nor less than Six (exclusive of Meals) in each Day, as may be pre- 
scribed by the Directors of Convict Prisons, or Board of Superintendence, 
unless the Medical Officer certifies that he or she is unfit for Hard Labour. 

3. No Prisoner shall be employed at Hard Labour on Sundays, Holidays, Days of Exemption 

25 Days appointed for Public Fasts or Thanksgivings, or on such other Days as Labour ' 

the Lord Lieutenant shall appoint. 

4 . The Medical Officer shall, from Time to Time, examine the Prisoners Examination by Me- 
sentenced to Hard Labour during the Time of their being so employed, and sonJrs^HardLSour. 
shall enter in his Journal the Name of any Prisoner whose Health, in his lb. cl. 37 . 

30 Opinion, would be endangered by a Continuance at Hard Labour of either 
Class, and thereupon such Prisoner shall not again be employed at Hard 
Labour until the Medical Officer certifies that he is fit for such Employment. 

The Medical Officer shall also, in such Cases as he shall think necessary, order 
that any Prisoner shall be subjected to Hard Labour only for such Time 
35 during each Day as he shall approve; or that any Prisoner whilst undergoing 
Hard Labour shall be supplied with such increased Allowance of Food as he 
shall direct ; and of every such Order, and the Grounds for making the same, 
he shall make an Entry in his Journal, and thereupon the Governor shall 
forthwith give effect to such Order.
